Albert T. Perkins, who has been em- 
ployed by the city at a salary of $10,000 
a year, as an expert adviser to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge and Terminals Commis- 


gion in its efforts to obtain relief from | 


the bridge and terminal monopoly, will 
be one of the star witnesses for the Ter- 
minal Association in its fight for exist- 
ence. 

Mr. Perkins will appear at 3 p. m. 
Monday as a witness for the defendant 
at the hearing in the Government’s suit 
to break up the terminal monopoly in 
St. Louts. 

The hearing, which was set for 9:30 
a. m, .was postponed until the after- 
noon, because Mr. Perkins was absent. 
He ‘has been in the East and was late 
in getting to St. Louis. 

Ready to Offer Rebuttal. 

The Terminal Association is ready to 
offer testimony in rebuttal to that ta- 
ken by the Government. The suit ewas 
filed two years ago, and a mass of evi- 
dence, tending to show the effect of the 
bridge and terminals monopoly on the 
business interests of St. Louis, has been 
taken by the Government. 

The evidence shows that all the bridge 
and transfer facilities in St. Louis and 
Alton are owned and controlled by the 
Terminal Association. The Government 
charged, in its suit, that this monopoly 
constitutes a violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust act. The Government finish- 
‘ed taking testimony last fall. 

On account of the sickness of M. I. 
Watts, counsel for the Terminal Asso- 
ciation, and the death of his law part- 
ner, Judge McKeighan, six months 
elapsed before the defense was ready to 
offer testimony. 

The evidence upon which the Terminal 
Association will rely, outside of that of 
Mr. Perkins and a few other witnesses, 
will be principally documentary. The 
attorneys for the Government have also 
offered large volumes of documentary 
evidepce in addition to that of several 
hundred witnesses, 

Say He Favored Terminal. 

Persons not in sympathy with the Mu- 
nicipal ridge and -Terminals Commis- 
sion have charged that Mr. Perkins, 
While employed by the city to assist in 

taining relief from oppressive rates 

and conditions, was too friendly to the 
Terminal Association. 
(| For that reason his testimony in. be- 
half of the monopoly will be follo v:d 
with unusual interest, especially by the 
attorneys for the Government. Mr. Per- 
kins has been employed by the city for 
more than two years, and, in the ca- 
pacity of an expert railroad man, ad- 
vised the Municipal Commission in all 
its ee with railroad officials.

Cass Gilbert, in New York, Says Work is Not 


Days’”’ and He is 


Taking His Time. 





Cass Gilbert, the New York architect, 
who is preparing the plans for the new 
$1,250,000 public library in St. Louls, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter in New 
York that his detailéd drawings were 
not vet ‘50 per cent done.” 

“You.‘can’t draw plans for a million- 
dollar building in a few days,’”’ Mr. 
Gilbert said. ‘I am taking my time.” 

Mr: Gilbert’s announcement of the 
condition of the plans is of particular 
importance now, because the officials 
of the library board have repeatedly 
stated that no contract for the con- 
struction of the library wil} be awarded 
and no bids on this contract advertised 
for until the complete ‘‘working plans 
and specifications’ are received from 
New York. 

Block Cleared for Building. 

The prospective site of the library— 
the block bounded by Olive, St. 
Charles, Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets—is now cleared, ready for exca- 
vators to begin work. The clearing and 
tearing down of the old Coliseum frame- 
work has been done, however, since the 
F'ost-Dispatch several months ago called 
attention to the dilatory tactics ef the 
library board in the mattcr of erecting 
the new library. 

At that time President Lehmann of the 
library board expressed the _ opinion 
that the complete working drawings 
would be received from Mr. Gilbert in 
“the spring.’”’ That gentle season has ar- 
rived. 

A few weeks ago William K. Bixby, a 
member of the library board, repeated 
President Lehmann’s statement that 
nothing could be done towards begin- 
ning work on the new library until Mr. 
Gilbert had completed his work. 

“TIT don't know when he will have them 


completed,’’ Mr. Bixby added. “You 
know how architects are. You can't 
hurry them.”’ 

Mr. Gilbert’s statement that he is tak- 
ing his time and that “you can’t draw 
the plans for a million-dollar building in 
a few days’’ seems to confirm Mr. Bix- 
by’s description of the situation. 

Has Been on Job Six Months. 

Mr. Gilbert has been working on the 
details of the building plans as finally 
revised and approved since last October. 
If he has completed only 50 per cent in 
the work in that interval it is logical 
to assume that, unless he devotes more 
time or attention to the job tn the fu- 
ture, summer will have come and gone 
and autumn be at hand before his draw- 
ings will be forwarded here. 

Meanwhile the Exposition block will 
remain a naked, unsightly spot and the 
greater part of the $1,750,000 available 
for its beautifying will stay in the vaults 
of two St. Louis trust éompanies. 

The Library Board has nearly $1,000,- 
000 on deposit with the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co. and the St. Louis-Union 
Trust Co. A few months ago the Post- 
Dispatch printed the exact amount the 
Board had on deposit with each. It was 
$795,741.77 then with the Mississipp! Val- 
ley and $126,841.77 with the St. Louis- 
Union. The Mississippi Valley deposit 
draws 8 per cent interest. A part of the 
St. Louis-Union deposit—about § three- 
fifths—draws 3 per cent, being classed as

In 
fact, he has refused ordination on the 
ground that as a plain business man he 
can be more useful te the church in 
general than if he were a clergyman of 
any one denomination. |. 


Dedicates Life to Churches, 
In many respects he is a most remark- 


able man. .en years ago he gave up 
business. He was director in several 
large wholesale concerns and the presi- 
dent of one. For 25 years he had been 
interested in church work a particu- 
larly in the organization of lodges in 
churches of the Brotherhood of Andrew 
and Philip and in lifting churches out 
of debt. 

Fvery year he dedicates 52 new 
churches, and each year $1,000,000 is 
raised on subscriptions solicited by him 
in the churches. 

Speaking of his success in this - par- 
ticular field Mr. Powell said of his 
work: 

“IT am successful in this work becaus2 
God called me to it. I come of four 
generations of British soldiers. Gen- 
Baden-Powell is my cousin. Instead of 
fighting my brother man I am fighting 
Satan for the benefit of mankind. 

‘“‘The forward movement fn churches is 
simply placing them on a good business 
basis, showing the trustees the best way 
to conduct the business of the church. 
In the same manner I would take a sick 
and failing business and reorganize it 
and put it on a paying basis. 

“IT show the women how to organize 
their aid societies. I build up Sunday 
schools, Christian Endeavor societies, 
orzanize brotherhoods, 
money for building purposes, and mat- 
ters of that sort. I am a business man 
and have made a study of church or- 
ganization and finance. 

Not Hide-Bound Denominationalist. 

‘‘Personally, I am a Methodist, but I 
am called to work among all denomina- 
For instance, last week I dedi- 
cated a Lutheran chureh in Pittsburg, 
the week before that a Methodist church 
in Knoxville, Tenn., yesterday a Chris- 
tian church in St. Louis; next week I 
will dedicate a United Brethren church 
in Richmond, Va., and the Sunday fol- 
lowing a Presbyterian church in Pitts- 
burg. 

“How do I do my work? It jis by a 
carefully planned system. Five weeks 
before the dedication of a church or the 
reorganization of its finances I conduct 
a forward movement campaign in the 
church, a sort of preparation for the 
work. 

“I prepare the congregation to face its 
responsibility. I put the matter in busi- 
ness.shape and when the time comes for 
the members to face my phsgon-neee they 
are ready for them. 

“The pledges from the members are 
in the shape of promissory note’ made 
out to the trustees, which are negotiable 
when indorsed by them and can be dis- 
counted if necessary at the banks. This 
provides immediate funds, although 
some of the notes may run for a long 
time. 

Works in All Branches. 

“The work done in the advance 
movement in th Union Avenue Chris- 
tian Church has resulted in many 
things besides raising $65,000. Last 
Saturday I organized a Pastor's Aid 
Society with 350 women members: 
braced up the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety; got 150 new scholars into the 
Sunday school; intersted 255 men in 
the brotherhood movement, and _in- 
creased the membership of all the 
church societies. 

“I go everywhere for men, into the 
saloons and gambling houses, into the 
workshops and foundries, anywhere 
there is a man to be helped, no matter 
what his creed may be—that is broth- 
erhood. I go where I might not be 
able to go if I were a minister, and I 
get men because I practice what 1 
te ibe $65,000 raised by the mem- 
bers of the Union Avenue Christian 
Church Sunday a large part was in 
cash, and Thursday night there will 
be a meeting at which a great many 
of the pledges made will be taken up 
by the makers of them. Then my 
work ts done with this church. 

“The people yesterday were very en- 
thustastic and very _happy, and they 
have reason to be. They have a beau- 
tiful church in a healthy financial 
condition and are well organized.”

I am visiting 
counties and organizing societies to fight 
prohibition. Sometimes I call these or. 
ganizations “Taxpayers’ leagues and 
sometimes other names. I can’t state 
the amount of my compensation, 

Does Not Hurt Union. 

“This does not conflict with my work 
as organizer of the Steamfitters’ Union. 
I am doing all the work required of me 
in that capacity and the organizing of 
anti-prohibition societies is just a side 
line. 

“T don’t see how they can claim this 
work is not being done in the cause of 
unionism, in view of the fact that the 
Central Trades and Labor Union adopt- 
ed a resolution against prohibition and 
urged all of its members to take up the 
fight. 

“I considered that to be an authoriza- 
tion from the union to do what I am 
now doing. I am sure the committee 
will sustain me.” 

A special committee of five has been 
appointeq to determine whether or not 
Sarber and James Conroy, widely known 
labor leaders, are entitled to their seats 
as delegates to the Central Trades and 
Labor Union of St. Louis. 

In the resolution presented at Sun- 
day's meeting of the central body, it is 
alleged that these men are not working 


at the!r trades or in thé interest of their 
trades, but that they have been hired 
by the breweries to make a canvass of 
the State against prohibition.

Nonnenkamp of Brass Molders’

‘‘Whereas, It has come to our knowl- 
edge that Treasurer Eugene Sarber of 
the Central Trades and Labor Union and 
Delegate James Conroy of the Station- 
ery Firemen have entered the employ 
of the breweries to canvass the State 
against prohibition; and, 

‘‘Whereas, This is in direct violation 
of Sec. 9 of the constitution of the Cena- 
tral Trades and Labor Union, which 
provides that persons not working ac 
their trade shall not be delegates; there- 
fore, be it 

‘Resolved, That these men be request- 
ed to tender their resignations, and on 
their failure to comply the presiding of- 
ficer shall declare their seats vacant 
and notify their locals to fill the places.” 


Point of Order Overruled. 
Delegate Sullivan of Steamfitters’ 
Union No. 9 was so insistent In his at- 
tempt to raise a point of order against 
the resolution that Sergeant-at-Arms 
Sommers threatened to force him to sub- 


side, but Suiiivan succeeded in stating 
his point, which was that the constitu- 
tion of the union does not authorize the 
appointment of a committee solely on 
the basis of a resolution in cases where 
no formal charges have been preferred. 
He was overruled. 

President Miller of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union said Monday that 
there is no specific objection against 
Sarber and onroy working against 
tg» onerae and that the only thing to 
e determined is whether or not they 
are working at their trades or for these 
trades. 
“It is alleged that they are doing 
entirely extraneous work,” said Mr. 
Miller. “It would be the same if they 
were making a canvass for prohibition 
or for any other movement. It is my 
personal opinion that they are now 
working for their trades, but, of course, 
that is a matter which the committee 
must decide.’’

Victim Threatens Slayer When 
Woman Asks for an

CAMPBELL, Mo., April 13.—Tragedy 
brought to light a remarkable domestic 
tangle when W. R. Bell, defending Mrs. 
Clara Johnson and himself, shot and 
killed Ephriam Bridgeman and Marion 
Bridges on the Bridges farm two miles 
Bouthwest of here.* 

_ Bell has been taken at his own re- 
quest to Kennett, the county seat, for 
safekeeping. Mrs. Johnson, Mrs. Rosa 
Dawson and l4-year-old Sadie Johnson 
@re under arrest, charged with being.ac- 
cessories before the crime, as a pretense 
to segregate them until the preliminary 
examination. 

Quarreled Over Slayer. 

Mrs. Johnson’s husband left her last 
week and went to Grayson, Mo., after a 
quarrel about Bell's attentions to her. 
She is 49 years old, and Bell is 41. 

Mrs. Dawson's husband lei her a 
year ago, after Bridgeman became at- 
tentive to her. She is an attractive 
blonde young woman, and was visiting 
_ Mrs. Johnson, long her friend, when the 
tragedy occurred. Her husband lives in 
Proctor, Ark. 

Both Bridges and Bridgeman had sep- 
arated from their wives within the last 
year. Bridges is a son of Ambrose 
Bridges, one of the oldest and wealthiest 
residents of Dunklin County. The father 
is near death from pneumonia, and has 
not been informed of the son’s death. 

Bell was employed on the Bridge 
farm, which Johnson leased, and _ re- 
mained there after Johnson left his wife. 
Bridges ~v.ntinued there as a boarder. 
Bridgeman, a neighbor, went to the 
house to spend Saturday night. 

Victims Drank Freely. 

Bridges and Bridgeman drank freely 
during the evening, and angered Mrs. 
Johnson, who threatened to send for of- 
ficers. She repeated the threat Sunday 
morning, and Bell, who sided with her, 
quarreled with Bridgeman. Mrs. Daw- 
son, fearing trouble, persuaded Bridge- 
~™an to let her have his revolver. 

Mrs. Johnson told Bell to hitch up a 
horse, and declared that she herself 
would go after a Deputy Sheriff. As 
Bell started from the voom, Bridges 
stopped him. Bell and Mrs. Johnson 
both say Bridges threatened them, and 
drew his revolver. Then Bell opened 
fire. 
: Five shots were fired. The first three 

were well directed at Bridges, two en- 
tering his breast and one penetrating 
his left arm after he sank, dying, to the 
floor. 

Bridges was in the adjoining room 
with Mrs. Dawson when the firing be- 
gan and rushed to his friend's aid. He 
Was unarmed. Bell fired twice at him, 
both bullets entering his breast near 
the heart and one passing through his 
body. Both men died almost instantly. 

Sadie Johnson and two of Mrs. John- 
son's grandchildren, who were in the 
room, ran forth in terror and hid in 
a fieki nearby, where they were found 
during the afternoon. 

Bridges died, clasping his revolver, 
and it was not removed from his stif- 
- fening right hand until after the in- 
quest at Campbell Sunday night. Cor- 
oner Rigdon instructed his jury to look 
at the body. 


Offers No Resistance. 
J. L. Bridges, a nephew of the slain 


man, who lives two miles away, rode 
past the farmhouse on his way to 
church, and learned of the double kill. 
ing. He reported it to Deputy Sheriff 
J. Darby Faughan, who went to the 
house. 

Faughn found Bell fully armed, but 
the man offered no resistance. He said 
he was armed in expectation of an ef- 
fort to lynch him by friends of the dead 
man. No demonstration was made dur- 
ing the ride to Campbell, but it was 
_ thought safest to take Bell to Kennett. 
Afterward, Faughn arrested the women.

THEFT INVOLVES 
RICH MAN'S SON 


Man Who Sold Cameras Says 
They Were Stolen 
for Him. 


Following the confession of Ben Sal- 
kins, arrested at Nintth and Wash 
streets Saturday after he had offered for 
sale to two detectives a studio camera, 
Chief of Police Creecy Monday wired 
the Chicago police to arrest Max Scheer, 
member of a wealthy Chicago family. 

The theft of nearly $2000 worth of

Salkins told the police he shipped the 
goods from Chicago to St. Louis after 
receiving them from Scheer, who was 
a trusted employe of Sweet & Wai- 
lace. 

Fich Man’s Son Arrested. 


Scheer was taken to police head- 
quarters in Chicago Sunday, according 
to Seavers, but, as there was not suf- 
ficient evidence on which to hold him he 
was allowed to go home with his father, 
who holds a high social position, 

Last Tuesday Detectives Cooper and 
Scott received information that a young 
man was disposing of cameras, kodaks, 
lenses and other photographic supplies 





to Market attest jotondtiaia men at ri- 
diculously low prices. Obtaining a tie- 
scription of the man Cooper and Scott 
presented themselves at his apartments 
and representing themselves as photog- 
raphers negotiated with him for a studio 
camera. They claim that Salkins showed 
them an assorted stock of goods that he 
had packed away in boxes in his room, 
but as he did not have the articles they 
desired to “purchase,” he told them to 
return Friday and he would have the 
camera. 

‘The detectives returned to Salking’ 
room Friday afternoon and Salkins sub- 
mitted a large camera for their inspec- 
tion. They said they were pleased with 
it and promised to return Saturday L 
pay for it. 

Find Letter from Scheer. 


Saturday the detectives arrested Salk- 
ins and searched his room. Among other 
things they found a letter from Scheer 
to Salkins, in which the former said he 
could furnish certain photograph sup- 
plies. 

Cooper and Scott say that in the inter- 
val between their first and second visits 
to Salkins’ rooms Salkins made a trip 
to Chicago and got the camera, along 
with other goods, then shipped them to 
himself in St. Louis. 

The police here communicated with 
Sweet and Wallach Saturday, with the 
result that Scheer was taken to Chicago 
police headquarters Sunday and Seavers 
came to St. Louis Monday. 

To Assistant Chief of Detectives Mc- 
Carthy, Salkins said he and Scheer had 
been systematically robbing Sweet & 
Wallach for several months. He said 
Scheer had been obtaining the goods on 
false orders, shipping them out of the 
house on the firm’s delivery wagon. Sal- 
kins says he was disposing of the goods, 
keeping a portion of the money and 
sending the rest to Scheer.

The figures, according to the Demo- 
cratic managers, assure Democratic vic- 
tory, and leading Republicans have pri- 
vately admitted that they can see no 
other outcome with the labor and the 
negro vote against them, as it is ex- 
pected to be if Secretary Taft is nomi- 
nated. 

The present House has 223 Republicans, 
167 Democrats and one vacancy. A 
change of 30 districts from the Repub- 
lican to the Democratic column will 
give the Democrats a bare majority. 

Most of these districts the Democrats 
expect to win from the Middle West. 
Ohio, with its Foraker-Taft factional 
fight, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan and Missouri, with large negro and 
labor vote, are expected to furnish the 
chief additions to the Democratic ranks. 
Congressman Lloyd of Missouri, the 
Democratic congressional chairman, will 
have his main headquarters in Chicago, 
but has begun active work now from an 
office in Washington. 

Ohio a Battleground. 

In Ohio the Democrats forsee the 
greatest gains and the anti-Taft Repub- 
licans agree with them. One of the antl- 
Taft managers declared this week that 
eight or ten districts now Republican 
in Ohio were certain to become Demo- 
cratic in November. Factional fights too 
bitter to be patched up are the cause, 
he said. They all center around Taft 
and Foraker. 

As reason for his belief he pointed 
to the election returns of two years 
ago. At that time Gen. Keifer from 
the Seventh District, one of the strong- 
est Republican districts, won by 2600 
votes, and the opposition was spfit, 1500 
votes being cast for the Socialist and 
Prohibition candidates. 

Mr. Brannon of the Tenth District, it 
is reported, will not fun for re-election, 
because he expecta the Democrats to 
carry the district.

She has the preachings of Carl Marx, 
Tolstoi, Nietche, Maetrink, and all 
of their school at her tongue’s end—and 
she has grown to be a student of so- 
ciology in all its forms within the last 
ten years from an unlettered domestic 
servant.

And well may it fill you with awe 
and consternation. _You women who 
have been in the habit of calling your 
homes, your hours and your minds your 
own, at the expense of your down-trod- 
den servant girl, may expect a reversal 
of the order of things when she joins 
the union. 

The ancient adage in which we are 
told that ‘ta woman's work is. never 
done’’ may apply to you, but not to your 
maid of all work. Eight hours a day 
is the limit of her endurance, at the 
rate of 25 cents an hour, her board and 
lodging and her working days are to be 
80 arranged that they will not conflict 
with social or intellectual pursuits, for 
nowadays, when persons take up domes- 
tic work, it is, as a rule, because they 
prefer the tranquillity of home life to 
work in office or factory, where the 
noise and other distractions interfere 
with their studies. 


: Must Stay Home Sundays. 
You, are not to go to church, or lec- 


tures or ethical societies on Sundays 
because you are supposed, with your 
Superior advantages, not to need any 
further cultivation. 

Your husband must arrange his smail 
affairs so that he can be at home for 
dinner at an hour which will allow 
Bridget time to dress for the opera, the 
club or her cvening ‘at home.’ You must 
provide a place for her entertainments. 
You must not expect her to do her 
mending during recreation hours, and 
you must see that her washing is done 
free of charge.

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POST-DISPATCH FIRE ESCAPES. 

Neither the Post-Dispatch nor the people of St. 
Louis care one straw by what name the Board of 
Education in its wisdom and in its pique calls 
the new fire escapes which it is to erect in com- 
phance with law on all of the public school 
buildings of the city. 

If for any reason or for no reason the gentle- 
men of the Board or their agents prefer to call 
these contrivances “enclosed stairways” let them 
be so designated. They are fire escapes just the 
same, and they meet every requirment of hu- 
manity as well as of law. 

Now that the Building Committee has acted 
in a matter of so much importance there will be 
no disposition arywhere to criticise the Board 
for past errors of judgment or neglect of duty, 
but its members and the public generally should 
be warned against the line of reasoning which 
let gentlemen of good character and approved 
ability to assume so strange an attitude on the 
subject of fire escapes. 

The Post-Dispatch performed a painful but 
what seemed to it to be an imperative duty 
in characterizing these mistakes with some se- 
verity. “It had plainly written law on its side. 
It had the experience and the judgment of the 
civilized world on its side. The theory, the whim, 
the caprice or whatever it was that had so 
Iong persuaded the Board to oppose fire escapes 
had nothing behind it but ignorance and bump- 
ticusness. 

It is to be regretted that in providing necessary 
protection for the lives of our school children 
anyone having authority to speak for the Board 
should so far forget himself as to boast that 
nobody outside of that organization can claim 
credit for what has been and is to be done, 
That is a manifestation of self-sufficiency which 
can well be dismissed with pity if not with 
contempt. 

The truth is, of course, that the members of 
the Board of Education or their agents first 
refused to do their duty in this matter and 
then acted grudgingly and stickled at the mere 
names of things. ae 


The Board and its agents are welcome to 
all the comfort that they can derive from 
these ‘‘cnclosed stairways.’’ Enclosed §stair- 
ways will be known in this town for many 
a year, nevertheless, as ‘‘Post-Dispatch fire 
escapes.”’ 
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GOV. JOHNSON’S SHILOH SPEECH. 
Gov. Johnson’s Shiloh speech was not an ar- 
gument against national control of interstate com- 
merce, which is plainly provided for in the Con- 
stitution. It was a complaint that inferior Fed- 
eral courts interfere with states which attempt 
te control interstate commerce. ~ 

The only difficulty presented by this question 
lies in the standpoint from which one starts to 
examine into it. If it be conceded that most of 
our railroad business is interstate in character 
it will appear clearly enough that a good deal 
of the State legislation on the subject has been 
tco far-reaching. When states invade the do- 
main of national authority they are certain to be 
rebuffed. 

A state which undertook to legislate on the 
subject of the postal service, the national banks, 
the army, the navy or foreign consuls would not 
be surprised at interference by inferior Federal 
judges. The Supreme Court intimated plainly in 
the Minnesota decision that the entire railroad 
business of the country was interstate in charac- 
ter and that it would sustain national laws so 
declaring’ it. 

With that fact established there would be no 
confusion and no occasion for complaint about 
Federal interference. 








LET US HAVE A GREAT ORCHESTRA. 

Undoubtedly the musical proclivities of St. 
Louis warrant a permanent orchestra such as is 
proposed by the league of organizations. St. 
Louis can support it, and beyond its appeal to 
the tastes and desires of music patrons and the 
recognized music audience the proposition to es- 
tablish it is addressed broadly to public pride.

Nothing tempers the renown of a 
metropolis with a finer quality of attraction than 
the distinctive possession of such an institution 
es the Boston Symphony or the Thomas Or- 
chestra. 

Orchestral perfection is of gradual development 
through a process of selection, substitution and 
drill, but St: Louis may confidently hope to rival 
those organizations if it will proceed to th: task 
with intelligence and genuine purpose. Th» nu- 
cleus and elements of orchestral greatness are 
resent and available to St. Louis.

S a young man Alexander the Great escaped death in a curious manner. 
As great banquet was being held at Pelle, the capital of Macedonia, at

During the feast one of the guests proposed a toast and prayer offensive 
to Alexander, who hurled a goblet at him. King Philip, angry at the outrage, 
started up, drew his sword, and rushed furiously upon his son, but he had drunk 
so deeply that before he reached him he fell prostrate among the terrified merry- 
makers. 

Not a whit perturbed at this extraordinary escape from death, Alexander re- 
marked: ‘‘Here is a man preparing to cross from Europe to Asia, who yet cannot 
step surely from one couch to another.”

Women, According to Belle- 
ville Clergyman, Should 
Castigate Judiciously. 





The Rev. J. Y. Reid of the First 
Methodist Church at Belleville told his 
congregation Sunday night that there 
are times ' when women ought to beat 
their husbands. 

“I have known of instances,” he said, 
“where women have been tied to brutal 
husbands, and where a stout club in the 
hands of the wife would have been a 
means of grace. A little of the club now 
and then would be a good thing, but I 
would not advise its habitual use.”’ 

Dr. Reid’s “sermon to wives” is one 
of a series in which he wil discuss the 
blessings and burdens of matrimony. 

He believes that the benefits derived 
from married life far outweigh the cares 
which accompany it. 

Any Soft of Wife Desirable. 

“Any sort of a wife is better than no 
wife and celibacy is a great evil,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘The Scripture says that ‘who so 
findeth a wife findeth a gocd thing,’ and 
that is Hterally true. 

“A woman has a great responsibility 
in selecting a husband. If she is disap- 
pointed she should not talk about it, but 
should bury her sorrow. 

‘“‘Matrimony is all right, but it some- 
times jumps the track at‘a curve and 
the husband and wife mustd both be 
good engineers. 
‘“Every wife makes her husband bet- 
ter or worse and without mutual affec- 
tion marriage is an empty husk and a 
hollow mockery. 

‘‘Don’t ‘Go to Mother’s’ Too Often.” 

“Wives, don’t be silly. After you have 
been married_10. years don’t act like the 
ceremony had been performed only an 
hour ago. But a little silliness now and 
then is a good thing, a much better 
thing than the suppression of all nat- 
ural show of affectidOn. 

“Don’t get the habit of ‘going. to 
mother’s’ too often. I have here a let- 
ter from a man who writes that in\the 
first year he was married his wife went 
to visit her mother 365 days. He worried 
along on cold dinners till he couldn't 
stand it any more and then he got to 
going to a saloon to’ get a warm lunch 
and his wife left him. She went to 
mother’s and he went to the dogs.’’ 


JOHNSON MEN SMILE AT 
CHARGE FROM BRYAN BUREAU 


Governor’s. Friends Point to His 
Two Great Victories in 


Minnesota. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, April 13.—An attack on 


Gov. Johnson emanating from the Bry- 
an Bureau in Washington, characteriz- 
ing the Minnesota Governor as ‘‘a nice 
but negative man,’’ has provoked only 


good-natured smiles at the Johnson 
headquarters. The charge that he can- 
not carry his own State as presidential 
nominee, is answered by the claim that 
he can carry. Minnesota by 100,000 and 
that North Dakota will give him its 
electoral votes. They point to his .rec- 
ord. 

In 1904, when President Roosevelt was 
on the crest of “high popularity, Gov. 
Johnson turned a 57,000 normal Repub- 
lican plurality into an 8000 Democratic 
victory. Thén followed two years of 
such successful administration of the 
office of Governor that Johnson, re- 
nominated in 1906, carried the State by 
a plurality of nearly 73,000, and this in 
the face of the fact that the metropoll- 
tan press of Minnesota, being Repub- 
lican, with two exceptions, opposed him 
as fiercely and bitterly as was possible 
in view of his splendid administration 
of his office and his evident popularity. 

Johnson's speech at the Chicago 
Press Club luncheon tomorrow will be 
semi-political, and he will take the 
opportunity to thank the newspaper 
men of the country for their kindness to 
him.
